VENTION AT CHICAGO.

CHICAGO, Nov. 38.—The initial Missio n 
of the second national convention in the in 
terests of tariff reform was held Wednesday 
g t Haverly’s Minstrel theatre.

Gen. I. N. Btiles addressed the convention 
after the opening prayer.

freedom, and he was glad to ox tend the 
hand of welcome to citizens so public-spir 
ited as to come from such distances and for 
such a laudable purpose.

The ex planation by the auditor ol 
this increased deficiency is, that it results 
from the reduction of letter postage to 2 
cents, together with hard times generally. 
The ex penditures show but the usual in­ 
crease of $2,913,828, while the receipts from 
the causes named show a decrease of $76.5, - 
115. 
The ex penses of the star route service 
show an increase of $330,000; of railroad 
service, $1,400,000; steamboat service, a de­ 
crease of $18,000. 
The largest item of ex ­ 
pense was for railroad transportation, $13,- 
058,313. 
The profits of the money order system 
were $408,933.

DISESTABLISHMENT 


IS 
THE 
BURDEN OF GLADSTONE'S 
FIRST CAMPAIGN SPEECH. 


H e Holds That the Question It Prem ature 
at This T im e—'Report That Thee haw 
Will Slaughter the Europeans at 
Once—The Balkans. 


E d in b u r g h . 
N o v. 
12.—The flrtt of the 
series of speeches which Mr. Gladstone was 
announced to make in 
the Midlothian 
district was delivered by the ex-premier 
Wednesday in the Free church assembly 
hall. 
The building was crowded to its 
utmost capacity, and the speech listened to 
with clo>e attention. 
A fter a few prelimi­ 
nary remarks the speaker launched the 
Liberal iron-clad into the political sea and 
began a vigorous bombardment on the 
Tory forte. 
He began by declaring that the Liberal 
party was the only one that had the least 
chance of having a sufficient m ajority in 
the house of commons to be able to get 
along 
without the aid of Parnell and his 
party, 
and that this position of independ 
ence of Irish aid was a m atter of prime 
necessity 
in 
dealing 
with 
the 
Irish question, 
if 
it be 
satisfactorily 
dealt 
with. 
The 
Tories, 
he 
con­ 
tinued, 
had 
circulated 
gratuitous 
un 
truths about himself. 
This mode of war­ 
fare had never been indulged in by the Lib­ 
erals, and he believed that the moet re­ 
spectable of the Tories disapproved of it 
One of the untruths was that he (Mr. Glad 
stone) possessed large tracts of land in 
R ussia, and another was that he was in the 
habit of devoting bis Sundays to felling 
trees. 
He recounted other untruths that 
had been uttered about him, one of which 
was that he was opposed to household suf 
frage; the fact was, however, that he ad 
vocated the extea>ion of the right of enf 
frage. 
Mr. Gladstone then referred to the ques 
tion of church disestablishment. 
He was 
not aware of any intention on the part of 
the Liberals to make disestablishment a 
test question. 
He was confident, however, 
that it had been made a test question by 
Tory influence, the Tories knowing full well 
that to raise the question at this time would 
be grave and heavy matter. 
He said that 
he wrote a passage in his manifesto refer 
ring to disestablishment 6imply to recom 
mend that in the future more or less remote, 
when the controversy shall arise, it m ay be 
pro ecutei 
equitably and without 
tern 
per after overmastering the enormous diffl 
culties 
connected 
therewith. 
He 
had 
no intention of forcing it to immediate 
issue. 
The Tories not being provided with 
legitimate election weapons had sought new 
artillery in the cry of disestablishment. 
Lord Salisbury's 
announcement that the 
critical time for the church had come, had 
induced 
many 
Liberals 
to forestall the 
quo tion. 
“ I do not complain,” said Mr. 
Gladstone, 
“ but I 
protest 
against this 
question’s excluding others. 
There is notb 
ing upon which to base a just or even allow 
able excuse for raising the question of dis­ 
establishment of the English church at this 
time. 
Disestablishment in Scotland is a 
question for Scotchmen to dead with when 
the proper time comes, but the tim e has not 
yet arrived.’* 
Continuing he said it is folly to neglect for 
thi-i untimely question others which are now 
ripe for discussion, and which it is neces­ 
sary should be disposed of. 
The Liberals 
will not exclude from parliam ent those who 
are unfavorable to disestablishment. 
There 
is no analogy 
between his statement in 1865 
that Irish 
disestablishment was a remote 
question and 
that now that English dises 
tablisbment is 
remote. 
In 1865 political 
apathy was dominant and a spirit of reform 
universal. 
Attention 
had 
only 
to 
l*o 
called 
to 
the 
Irish 
church 
to 
show 
that 
it 
was a 
mockery, 
and In 
no sense the church of the nation; so its di»- 
establishment was soon brought about But 
the Church of England, instead of being a 
mockery has, according to its defenders, the 
adhesion 
and support of a very large ma* 
prity of the people of the nation. 
It has 
wide ramifications 
in society, and its dis­ 
establishment 
would be a gigantic opara- 
tion. 
‘ I do not,” he said, “er vy the man 
w ho attempts it 
The public mind of En g ­ 
land is not prepared for such a tremendous 
change.” 
The Liberal party, 
Mr. Gladstone de 
dared, is rem arkably unanimous regardiug 
questions of prime importance, such as re 
form in the land laws procedure in parlia­ 
ment, the completion of the reform bill, 
and the settlement of the im perial relations 
with IralatQ. 
The settlement of these ques­ 
tions wo iId form a record which would make 
the coming 
parliam ent the most effectual 
in the history of the country. 
It would be 
a grave error to put aside these questions 
for one not mature. 
Mr. Gladstone declined to promise his sup­ 
port to Dr. Cameron’s resolution to disestab­ 
lish the Scotch church, and said that no 
settlement of this question would satisfy 
Scotland that was not born of Scotch senti­ 
ment. 
Ho never made promises until he 
saw a way to fulfill them. 
Though he was 
laboring for Liberal unity, he hoped the 
party 
would become 
hopelessly divided 
rather than sacrifice its conscience. 
Mr. Gladstone spoke an hour and twenty 
minutes, and upon leaving the hall was the 
recipient of a royal ovation.
